2. Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Kirk D. Wong (Reg. No. 43,284) on December 7, 2006. 

Please amend claims 1 , 5, 1 1 , 1 5, 21 , 25, 31 and 35 as follow: 

Claim 1 . (Currently Amended) A machine implemented method, comprising: 

sending a Web page resident on a customer Web server to a requesting user, 

the Web page including static content represented by an embedded URL; 

wherein the static content is served by a plurality of Web caches within a POP 

server network; 

wherein the customer is a customer of a service that operates the plurality of 
Web caches; af»d 

wherein the customer pays a fee to the service for use of the plurality of Web 
caches storing static content for the customer[[.]] ; 

determining service metrics of the plurality of Web caches; 
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selecting a Web cache from the plurality of Web caches, the Web cache having 
service metrics more appropriate for a user reguest from the Web page than service 
metrics of other Web caches in the plurality of Web caches: and 

sending the user reguest for the static content to the Web cache . 

Claim 5. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1 , further comprising: 
wherein the determining service metrics step of tho plura li ty of Wob cachos using 
uses a probe server to determine service metrics of the plurality of Web caches : 

wherein the selecting a Web cache step from tho p l ura l ity of Wob caohos us i ng

Claim 11. (Currently Amended) A method, comprising: 

sending a Web page resident on a customer Web server to a requesting user, 
the Web page including cacheable content represented by an embedded URL and 
dynamic content represented by a second embedded URL; 

wherein the dynamic content is served by a plurality of customer Web servers; 

wherein the cacheable content is served by a plurality of Web caches within a 
POP server network; 
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wherein the customer is a customer of a service that operates the plurality of 
Web caches; and 

wherein the customer pays a fee to the service for use of the plurality of Web 
caches storing static content for the customer[[.]] ; 

determining service metrics of the plurality of Web caches: 

selecting a Web cache from the plurality of Web caches, the Web cache having 
service metrics more appropriate for a user reguest from the Web page than service 
metrics of other Web caches in the plurality of Web caches: and 

sending the user reguest for the static content to the Web cache . 



Claim 15. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1 1 , further comprising: 
wherein the determining service metrics step of tho plura li ty of Wob cachos using 
uses a probe server to determine service metrics of the plurality of Web caches : 

wherein the selecting a Web cache step from th o p l ura li ty of W e b cachos us i ng 
uses a DNS server to select the Web cache from the plurality of Web caches , the Wob

Claim 21. (Currently Amended) An apparatus, comprising: 
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a module for sending a Web page resident on a customer Web server to a 
requesting user, the Web page including static content represented by an embedded 
URL; 

wherein the static content is served by a plurality of Web caches within a POP 
server network; 

wherein the customer is a customer of a service that operates the plurality of 
Web caches; and 

wherein the customer pays a fee to the service for use of the plurality of Web 
caches storing static content for the customer[[.]] ; 

a module for determining service metrics of the plurality of Web caches: 

a module for selecting a Web cache from the plurality of Web caches, the Web 
cache having service metrics more appropriate for a user reouest from the Web page 
than service metrics of other Web caches in the plurality of Web caches: 

a module for sending the user reguest for the static content to the Web cache. 

Claim 25. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of Claim 21 , further compr i sing: 
wherein the [fall module for determining service metrics of th e p l ural i ty of Wob 

cachos us i ng uses a probe server to determine service metrics of the plurality of Web 

caches : 

wherein the frail module for selecting a Web cache from tho plurality of Wob

Claim 31. (Currently Amended) An apparatus, comprising: 

a module for sending a Web page resident on a customer Web server to a 
requesting user, the Web page including cacheable content represented by an 
embedded URL and dynamic content represented by a second embedded URL; 

wherein the dynamic content is served by a plurality of customer Web servers; 

wherein the cacheable content is served by a plurality of Web caches within a 
POP server network; 

wherein the customer is a customer of a service that operates the plurality of 
Web caches; and 

wherein the customer pays a fee to the service for use of the plurality of Web 
caches storing static content for the customer[[.]] ; 

a module for determining service metrics of the plurality of Web caches: 

a module for selecting a Web cache from the plurality of Web caches, the Web 
cache having service metrics more appropriate for a user request from the Web page 
than service metrics of other Web caches in the plurality of Web caches: 

a module for sending the user request for the static content to the Web cache. 
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Claim 35. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of Claim 31 , further compris i ng: 
wherein the Hall module for determining service metrics of the p l urality of Wob 

cachos using uses a probe server to determine service metrics of the plurality of Web 

caches : 

wherein the Hall module for selecting a Web cache from tho p l ura li ty of Wob 
cachos us i ng uses a DNS server to select the Web cache from the plurality of Web 
caches , tho Wob cach e hav i ng sorv i co m e trics moro appropr i at e for a usor roquost from 
th e Wob pago than service motrics of othor Wob cach e s in th e plura l ity of Wob cachos ;

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claimed invention distinguished over the prior art for the following 
reasons. The claims are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the 
references, either alone or in combination, discloses or renders obvious the method 
comprises the steps of sending a Web page resident on a customer Web server to a 
requesting user, the Web page including static content represented by an embedded 
URL; wherein the static content is served by a plurality of Web caches within a POP 
server network; wherein the customer is a customer of a service that operates the 
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plurality of Web caches; wherein the customer pays a fee to the service for use of the 
plurality of Web caches storing static content for the customer; determining service 
metrics of the plurality of Web caches; selecting a Web cache from the plurality of Web 
caches, the Web cache having service metrics more appropriate for a user request from 
the Web page than service metrics of other Web caches in the plurality of Web caches; 
and sending the user request for the static content to the Web cache.
